JUDGE W. A. MOORE. 
Judge Moore's charge on yesterday to 
the Grand Jury sustained his reputation 
for ability and legal learning. His 


Honor has, with rare exceptions, re- 


ceived the endorsement of the public 
without distinction of party for his 
impartiality, business skill and digni- 
fied bearing on the bench. The mem- 
bers of the bar, especially, speak with 
much favor of his promptncss and cor- 
rectnessin deciding points of law and 
of the respect which his conduct com- 
mands for the responsible and elevated 
position he holds. 

When an officer exhibits integrity, 
efficiency and zeal in the discharge of 
his duties he should be commended 
and marked out as worthy of praise, | 
because the exhibition of these quali- 
ties is a rare sight in these days of cor- 
ruption and incompetency. Although, 
differing with Judge Moore in politics 
as wide as is the distance between 
the peles, we say that muci as an act 
of justice. 

There aretwo points in Judge Moore’s 
charge worthy of mention, the one in 
regard to the prisoners confined in jails, 
and the other in regard to the Peni- 
tentiary. 

Judge Moore takes especial pains to 
look into the condition of the inmates 
of the jails in his District, and makes 
personal inspection himself to see that 
the prisoners are well cared for and 
made comfortable. He holds the offi- 


cials who have the matter in charge to. 


a etrict accountability, and invariably 
charges the Grand Juries to indict 
them if they do not provide the sani- 
tary measures relating to the jails which 


are required by the law. The Judge | 


in his charge on yesterday said truly 
that the Philanthropist Howard had 
rendered his name immortal by his 
efforts in Lehalf of the inmates of pris- 
ons, and that the writings of Dickens 
had centributed no little towards pris- 
on reform in England. We think Judge 
Moore’s conduct in regard to the jails 
worthy of high praise—especially as 
such matters have heretofore-been ioo 
much neglected. 

In regard to the Penitentiary, the 
Judge read from the statements of the 
witnesses who were examined by the 
Committee appointed by the Legisla- 
ture to look intothe complaints in re- 
gard to the management of that insti- 
tution. The statements were made by 
the convicts, overseers, guards and 
other employes at the Penitentiary. His 
Honor read that part which showed that 
the convicts had been poorly fed and 
clothed; that in some instances they 
had eaten rats, cats and spoiled meat 
being compelled to do so by hunger, 
that there had been much suffering 
among the prisoners and a gross neg- 
lect of duty on the part of the officials. 

His Honor charged that a failure to 
perform a public duty is indictable, and 
if the facts testified to before the Legis. 
lative Committee were true, then the 
Beard of Directors and the Wardens of 
the Penitentiary are indictable ; and his 
Honor reeommended to the Jury to lay 
all other matters aside, and to proceed 
at once to the investigation of the griev- 
ances complained of, as it was a matter 
of great importance, and if it should oc- 
cupy the whole of the term of the Court, 
the time of the Jury would be most 
profitably spent in its consideration. 

As an act of justice to the Board of 
Directors, we would state in this connec- 
tion, that they express the greatest anx- 
iety fur a speedy and thorough investi- 
gation of the charges referred to by 

Judge Moore. They assert that the evi- 
dence taken before the Legislative

ling, and demand, that there should be 
a full, fair and searching scrutiny into 
all their official conduct. They ask for 
and demand aspeedy and immediate 
trial, and express their ability to make 
a triumphant. vindication before the 
Courts and at the bar of public opinion. 

If the evils to which Judge Moore 
adverted, do really exist, then the inter- 
ests of humanity demand that they be 
remedied—and at once. Surely such 
outrages should not go unrebuked, and 
their perpetrators canhot be shiclded 
from public criticism and denunciation, 
Audi alteram partem, hear the other side, 
say the Directors. So suy we, and we 
suspend judgment until doth sides 
have had a hearing. 


SOMETHING LEFT TO STEAL. 


“Tt appears of record that the politi. 
cal friends of the Zra did leave some- 
thing for the Democratic State Printer to 
steal, i. e., $3,338.38.” —Hra. 


We do not know whether the Zra 

means to intimate by the above that 
“it appears of record” that the State 
Printer stole $3,838.38 or not. If it 
does mean to say that such does appear 
of record, it is very strange that the 
present Editor did not satisfy Col. 
Hanes of the fact when he was Editor- 
in-Chief of the Zra. Other Republicans 
also coincide with Col. Hanes on this 
point.

OFFicIaL OuTRAGES.—The conduc- 
tors of the Despatch will be accused of 
neither sympaihy for, nor complicity 
with, the Ku-Klux. They have de- 
nounced these evil doers whenever and 
as often as occasion required, and they 
fought them and their influence as long 
as they existed.

For the records of civili- 
zation show nothing so dastardly fien- 
dish and malicious as the persecutions 
of the people of North and South Car- 
olina, especially the latter, by Federal 
officers followed by soldiers of the Uni- 
ted States Army, ordered to do their 
bidding. 

The hellishness of the purpose of the 
Federal Government in this matter is 
sufficiently manifest in the character of 
itsagents. Such aset of men were never 
sent out before to execute the laws and 
vindicate the majesty of a government 
of civilized aad christiar. people. 

There is no excuse for this. When- 
ever the Jaw has been violated, the guil- 
ty shoud be properly apprehended, and 
promptly punished. But the officers of 
the law should at least be men of char-- 
acter and innocent of crime themselves. 
Such men there are in the Republican 
party, whose fealty to party and faith 
to their government cannot be called 
into question. But such men are sel- 
dom employed by this administration 
in an official capacity. Murderers, 
thieves and cowardly bullies are chosen 
in preference to honest, christian gen- 
tlemen of capacity and courage. There 
is method in this meanness. It is ne- 
cessary for partisan purposes to keep up 
strife and warfare at the Sonth, and 
only such men are sent out to execute 
the laws as will, by their conduct, ex- 
aspcrate the people and provoke them 
to the commission of further outrages, 
or failing in which, will commit the 
necessary outrages themselves.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CONS'I'I- 
TUTION, CONTINUED. 


ARTICLE7, Sec, 3, It shall be the duty of the 
commissioners first elected ineach coun- 
ty, to divide the same fnto convenient dis- 
tricts, to determine the boundaries and pre- 
scribe the names of the said districts, and 
to report the same to the General m- 
bly before the first day of January, 1869. 

nser e following:. 

** The county authorities established and 
authorized by law shall see that the respec- 
tive counties are divided into a suitable 
number of sub-divisions, as compact and 
convenient in shape as possible, and mark- 
ed out by definite boundaries, which may 
be altered when necessary; said sub-divi- 
sions shall be known by the name of pre- 
cincts. They shall have no corporate 
powers. The township governments are 
abolished. The boundaries of the precincts 
shall be the same as those which heretofore 
defined the townships until they shall b> 
altered.’’ 

Strike out sections four, five, six, ten and 
eleven of the Mo article which relate to the 
township system. 

Section 8. No money shall be 
drawn trom any county or township treas- 
ury, except by authority of law. 

ARTICLE 7, Section 9. All taxes levied b 
any county, mir f town, or township, shall 
be uniform and ad valorem, upon propé 
erty in the same, except property exempted 
by the Constitution. 

Amend by striking out the words “or 
townships’”’ where they occur in the above 
sections. 

ARTICLE 9, Section 3. Each county of the 
State shall be divided into a convenient 
number of districts, in which one or more 
public schools shall be maintained, at least 
four months in every year; and if the com- 
missioners of any county shall fail to com- 
ply with the aforesaid requirements of this 
section, they shall be liable to indictment. 

Strike out} this section and in lieu 
thereof insert the following: | 

‘““The General Assembly. shall make suit- 
able provision, by law, for the management 
and regulation of the public schools and 
for perfecting the system of free public in- 
stitutions.’’ 

ARTICLE 9, Section 5. The University of 
North Carolina, with its lands and emolu- 
ments, is under the control of the State, 
and shall be held to an inseparable connec- 
tion with the free public school system of 
the State. 

Strike out this section and in lieu thereof 
insert the following; 

‘‘The General Assembly shall have power 
to provide for the election of Trustees of 
the University of North Carolina,in whom, 
when chosen, shall be vested all the privi- 
leges, rights, franchises and endowments 
heretofore in any wise granted to or, con- 
ferred upen, the Board of Trustees of said 
University, and the General Assemply may 
make such provisions, laws and regula- 
tions, from time to time,as may be necessa- 
ry and expedient, for the maintenance and 
management of said University.”’ 

Strike out sections thirteen, fourteen and 
fifteen of the ninth article, relating to the 
University of North Carolina. 

ARTICLE 11, Section 10. The General As- 
sembly shall provide that all the deaf mutes 
the blind, and the insane of the State, shall 
be cared for at the charge of the State. 

Amend by striking out the words “at the 
charge of the State ”’ ana in lieu thereof in- 
sert the words “by the State; and those 
who do not own property over and above 
the homestead exemption prescribed in the 
Constitution, or being minors, whose pa- 
rents do not own property over and above 
the same shall be cared for at the charge of 
the State.’’ 

ARTICLE 14, Section 7. No person shall 
hold more than one lucrative office, under 
the State, at the same time; Provided, that 
officers of the Militia, Justices of the Peace 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special pur- 
pons, shall not be considered officers with- 

n the meaning of this section. 

Alter this section so that it shall read as 
follows: 

‘‘No person who shall hold any office or 

lace of trust or profit under the United 

tates, or any department thereof or under 
this State, or under any other State or gov- 
ernment, shall hold or exercise any other 
office or place of trust or profit under the 
authority of this: State, or be eligible toa 
seat in either House of the General Assem- 
bly; Provided, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall extend to officeisin the mili- 
tia, Justi*es of the Peace, Commissioners 
of Public Charities, or Commissioners for 
special purposes. 

Add another section to the fourteenth ar- 
ticle to be styled *‘ Section 8,” and to read as 
follows: 

‘*‘County officers, Justices of the Peace 
and other officers whose offices are abolish- 
ed or changed in any way by the alteration 
of the Constitution, shall continue to exer- 
cise their functions until any provision ne- 
cessary to be made by law, in order to give 
full effect to the alterations so far as relates 
to said officers shall have been made,”’ 

Re-number the sections in those articles 
from which any section has been stricken 
without the insertion of another in its stead 
and give to any new se‘tion that number 
which by this metio.u would have been 
given tothe section for which it is substi- 
tuted, and the alterations shall be embo- 
died into the Constitution, and the several 
sections numbered consecutively.

Aboard an Enghsh Screw Frigate. 

A terrible catastrophe cccurred on 
board Her Majesty’s screw frigate Ari- 
adne, Captain Hon. W. C. Carpenter, 
which eventually resulted in the death, 
by drowning, of two sub-lieutenants 
and nine seamen belonging to that 
ship. It appears that shortly after seven 
o'clock on the morning in question, an 
ordinary seaman, named Felix Richard. 
son, fell overboard from the main top-- 
mast crosstress, while employed aloft in 
setting topgallant sails; the ship was 
going at the rate of ten knots at the 
time, before a strong wind from the 
north-northeast. The second cutter, in 
charge of Sub-Lieutenants Jukes and 
Talbot, and with a crew of eleven men, 
was at once dispatched, and the vessel 
was brought to the wind on the star- 
board tack ; she, however, drifted con- 
siderabiy to leeward and so lost sight 
of the boat. At 84 o’clock, as a heavy 
sea was running, and there was no sign 
of the return of the boat, all on board 
began to feel uneasy ; steam was got up 
and the Ariadne went in search, sight- 
ing the missing cutter about ten o'clock, 
pulling before the wind and sea. 

When within about three hundred 
yards of the boat the anxious watchers 
trom the ship saw the crew attempt to 
steer tothe ship, when suddenly a 
heavy see struck her and she capsized 
and was swamped immediately. The 
heavy sea completely prevented the Ari- 
adne, a very long ship, trom being 
steered close to the struggling men, and 
the first cutter was accordingly man- 
ned. To the horror of every one, this 
boat, as She was being lowered, was 
stove inthe officers and men being 
precipitated into the water. Two offi- 
cers and eleven men were thus strug- 
gling in the water close alongside the 
ship and a similarnumber some hun- 
dred yards off. No other boat was. 
available, and life-belts, gratings, ropes 


cued, except one man who was killed 
by getting under the ship’s counter. 
Attention, which bad been temporra- 
rily diverted, was now again turned to 
the unfortunate officers and men of the 
other boat, who wereone by one seen 
to be swept exhausted into the sea, 
until only five were left. The Ariadne 
was then backed astern full speed, 
and brought within reach of 
the survivors, three of whom were taken 
off the cutter, and one swam to the ship 
from a spar to which iie had clung.— 
And now came the most heart-rending 
scene ofall. The fifth and last survivor 
had managed to float alongside, his 
hands had grasped the beat falls, his 
safety seemed in all human probability 
assured, when nature, so Ieng and so se- 
verely tried, could hold out no longer; 
his strength failed him, and he fell back 
into the sea. Not yet, however, was he 
given up by his gallant comrades. Mr. 
Ellis, boatswain, and one of those who 
have lived to tell the tale of the ill fated 
Captain, sprang into the water and) 
swam to the assistance of the drowning 
man. He succeeded in getting hold of 
him, and had brought him alongside, 
when he, ‘Mr. Ellis) was strack bya 
bolt on the side of the ship, which was 
roiling dreadfully,and,partially ssunned, 
he was obliged to let go his hold in 
order to save his own life, and the 
twice-rescued sailor sank before the eyes 
of all. The gioom which this catastro- 
phe has cast over those on board the 
Ariadne may be more imagined than 
described. 


DEATH OF A Famous GAMBLER.— 
There has just died in great wretched- 
ness, at Geneva, Senor Garcia, one who, 
in the annals of those who make 
haste to become rich by gambling, held 
a conspicuous place. Garcia, the hero 
of several seasons at Baden and Hom- 
burg, was a scion of a good. Spanish 
family, and was born at Saragossa, in 
1830, and had some little fortune left 
him, which he immediately lost at the |} 
gaming table. Heturned up in France 
in 1853, about which time he became 
possessed by inheritance, of a small | 
property, realizing about 12,000 frances. 
This was the nucleus of the enormous | 
fortune that he won at cards. He pos- 
sessed at one time £160,000, which he 
won entirely by gaming. He leit 
France atthe time of the Ca!zado af- | 
fair, and the “difficulty” with the Duke 
of Grammont Caderonese. He lived 
afterwards at Baden, where he lost all 
he possessed, and at Monaco, where he 
became waiter inacafe. He has died 
in a wretched lodging in Geneva, with 
barely sufficient to pay tor hisinterment, 
leaving in his ragged pockets five francs, 
the lowest stake allowed at rouge et noir! 


Wire MurDER IN Kansas 
A horrible tragedy recently occurred 
at the Little Broadway Hotel, in Kansas 
City, Missouri. About a week ago a 
strange lady, with a little child, came 
to the hotel and took a room On 
Thursday one John Broadbent, a me- 
chanic of West Kansas, came to the 
hotel and inquired for the lady saying 
he was her husband. The clerk went 
to her room. While the clerk was ab— 
sent, the child of the lady came down 
stairs, when Broadbent seized it, and 
attempted to carry it off, but was stop— 
|} ped. The man then ascended to the 
lady’s room, and in a few minutes 
screams and pistol shots were heard, 
and the man came out, saying he had 
shot her, and gave himself up to the 
police. It seems they began to quarrel, 
when he put his arm around her neck 
and fired four shots, all of which missed. 
He then threw her down, put his knee 
on her breast, and shot her through the 
neck fatally, she dying in twe hours 
a!terwards.

That the Constitution of this state be

Be Careful of your Words. 


Words are the signs of our ideas, 
They give joy or sorrow according to 
the manner in which they are spoken. 
Words of kindness fall like music on 
the listening? ear, while angry words 


make discord, and are the cause of, 


many unpleasant feelings. 

Be careful of your words. If some 
things are said which do not please 
you, will it help the matter to show 
_your displeasure by “adding dry fuel 
to the fire already so hot,” too hot to 
stirup with angry words? Words are 
remembered when the tongue that ut- 
tered them is silent in death, and how 
pleasant it would be for any of us, 
could we live, do right, and = not 
offend in word.
